The platform 
which be formulated is reported to be 
in barmouy with the best thought in 
this country and Cuba on the many 
issues that will arise before the new 
Government. Out of twenty-five par- 
ty leaders gathered in Conference 
week, all but two are reported to have 
agreed on this platform, with the pur- 
pose of supporting Palma as a candi- 
date for the first President for tbe 
Republic.
